FOUR ON PARAGUAY 
PERISH IN HIGH SEAS 


Vessels Go Ashore, One Off 
Hatteras, Other Near 
Kitty Hawk, N. C. 


(Associated Press.) 

Gales and high running seas along 
the coast and mounting snow drifts 
and dropping mercury inland gave the 

Eastern portion of the United States 
" yesterday {ts first bitter taste of winter. 

Herole rescues by Coast Guardsmen 
on the North Carolina coast where two 


ships went ashore kept down the loss ' 


of life, although four men were swept 
to their death from the Greek tank 
ship Paraguay before she drifted within 
reach of rescuers. All of the crew of 
the steamer Cibao were rescued. 

The gale raged northward with re- 
sulting delays and danger to shipping. 
A tug battled to save its tow off New 
Jersey after one of the barges lost its 
rudder. A schooner off Boston asked 
for help. Storm warnings were ordered 
displayed as far north as Eastport, Me. 

Ashore, the fall’of sleet and snow 
varied from a few inches in New York 
City and to the southwest to eight 
inches reported at Gloversville, N. Y., 
where the mercury stood at zero. The 
United States forecasters gave warning 
of further heavy fall over eastern New 
York and Pennsylvania. 

The death of one child and serious 
injury te another in New York were 
attributed indirectly to the storm when 
a truck driver, blinded by the sleet, 
lost control of his vehicle and ran over 
the children. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 4 (A.P.).—Twenty- 
four men were rescued from the Nor- 
wegian steamer Cibao, ashore off Cape 
Hatteras, today by life savers from the 
Cape Hatteras and Creed Hill stations, 
and twenty-four men also were rescued 
from the Greek ‘steamer Paraguay, 
which stranded north of Kitty Hawk, 
N. C. 

Four members of the Paraguay’s crew 
perished last night while the ship was 
. battling a mortheast storm 60 miles, 
southeast of Cape Henry. 

The Paraguay went ashore shortly 
before daybreak this morning just 
north of Kitty Hawk while half a dozen 
vessels were searching for her further 
‘off shore in response to repeated calls 
for help. 

First reports were that an unidenti- 
fied ship was aground on a shoal 5 
miles off shore. Coast guardsmen with 
the ald of glasses could see the crew 
_ of the vessel clinging to the rigging to 
avoid the heavy seas that were break- 
ing over their craft. 

Despite the fact that a gale was 
blowing and breakers were rolling high 
on the beach, lifesavers from the Kitty 
Hawk station managed to launch a 
lifeboat and set out for the wreck 
Several attempts were made before the 
boat could get close enough to the 
ship, which then was identified as the 
Paraguay, to take off the men, twelve 
of whom were left of the crew of six- 
teen with which the tanker left Balti- 
more several days ago. 


Four Swept From Ship. 


The skipper, who was among those 
rescued, said the four others. were 
washed overboard last night. They 
» were working at the pumps in an ef- 
fort to keep the ship afloat until some 
of the rescuing vessels arrived and 
were carried over the side by a huge 
wave. The Paraguay was half filled 


with water when she went ashore, the 
water having long before extinguished 


her boiler room fires and made useless 
her radio apparatus. 

The rescue of the 24 men from the 
steamer Cibao takes rank with one of 
the most thrilling in the history of the 
North Carolina Coast Guard stations 
and was accomplished under the dif- 
ficult circumstances ang at the risk 
of the lives of the rescuers. Lifessay- 
ers had made several attempts to reach 


the ship in motor boats but each time 


the small craft were hurled against 
the side of the vessel with such ter- 
Tific force that the smaller boats were 
in danger of being smashed to pleces. 
The Cibao also was fast breaking up 
under the force of the mountain high 
seas that were pounding against her 
and her crew were facing momentary 
' death. 
| Tie Ropes to Bodies. 
A signal from the life-saving boats 
_ instructed the men of the Cibao to 
tie ropes around their bodies and to 
© throw ‘one end over the side. These 
'S were made fast to the motorboats 
the crew on the Cibao jumped 
nto the boiling sea one by one.

FIRST SNOW CALLS OUT 
ALL PLOWS IN CAPITAL 


Slush Makes Rivers 
of Streets. 


COLD EXPECTED TONIGHT 


Washington’s first real snow storm of 
the season arrived in the early hours 
ot yesterday morning, and brought with 
it freezing weather. 

From 6 to 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the temperature was down to 26 de- 
grees above zero, and the Weather Bu- 
reau’s early forecast was for more snow 
and continued cold weather. Early last 
night, however, the temperature rose to 
34 degrees, and snow and sleet were 
followed by a hard rain. The combined 
precipitation of rain, sleet and snow up 
to 10:30 o’clock last night was 1 and 
10-100 inches. 

The rise in temperature and the rain 
last night filled sidewalks and streets 
with slush which backed up at the 
curbs so that it was necessary either to 
jump to and from the curbs or wade 
through water 4 to 6 inches deep. 

The late forecast of the Weather Bu- 
reau was for more rain last night and 
early today, followed by cloudy weather 
and freezing temperature tonight. 

All of the city’s snow sweepers and 
plows were brought into action yester- 
day, to maintain clear tracks for the 
street cars, and keep the downtown 
streets passable. Morris Hacker, of the 
District Street Cleaning Department, 
had all of the District’s 28 snow plows 
in action at 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, but after clearing the main down- 
town streets, he sent his men home, to 
be in readiness for service during the 
night, in case of increased snow. 

The local railway companies sent out 


snow sweepers over all of their lines, 
and reported no tie-ups of consequence.

DOLMAR MANOR JUSTICE

Moreland Accused of Illegal 
Possession of Whisky and 
of Being Drunk. 


BOND IS SET AT $1,100 


Justice of the Peace Raymond More- 
land, 45 years old, of Colmar Manor, 
Md., was arrested early yesterday morn- 
ing in his home by Prince Georges 
county police and charged with illegal 
possession of alleged liquor and with 
being drunk and disorderly. 

When taken before Justice of the 
Peace Retta B. Morris, of Hyattsville, 
Moreland plead not guilty to all 
charges and was released under $1,100 
bond for a hearing in Police ~ Court 
Wednesday morning. 

Moreland was arrested following 
complaint before Mrs. Morris by Will- 
lam Slingland, of Colmar Manor. Mrs 
Morris issued a search warrant to 
county officers Sergt.

DRY SPEAKERS VENT 
RE ON WET FORCES 
AT THREE MEETINGS 


Coolidge, Al Smith and 
Younger Generation 
Under Attack. 


LOWMAN SAYS YOUTH 
_ HALTS ENFORCEMENT 


Supporters of Amendment 
Disorganized, Says Head 
of Flying Squadron. 


Sounding a rallying cry to the stand- 
ard of prohibition with a strong under- 
tone that things do not look so bright 
for the eighteenth amendment and its 
offspring legislation, dry officials of 
the Nation and leaders of the reform 
element, speaking at three law enforce- 
ment meetings here yesterday criticized 
the “wet churches,” the administration, 
Gov. Al Smith of New York and the 
younger element which is not sr 
church organizations. 

Seymour Lowman, Assistant heeeiars 
of the Treasury in charge of prohibi- 
tion enforcement, told his hearers at 
a meeting at the Luther Place Memorial 
Church that “temperance and sobriety, 
rather ‘than complete prohibition, 
should be the keynotes of the dry or- 
ganizations’ campaign to uphold the 
amendment.” The Assistant Secretary 
warned his hearers that “a great crisis 
on the subject of prohibition” is ap- 
proaching. 

Other speakers, high in the couftcils 
of the Antisaloon League and other or- 
ganizations, scored the activities of the 
youth of the day, warned of dissensions 
within the dry ranks, bitterly attacked 
men in public life who are seeking re- 
peal or “nullification” of the prohibi- 
tion laws, and brought their hearers to 
their feet with shafts directed at all 
those who oppose the enforcement of 
the laws. 


Can Not Stop Alcohol. 


Continwing his warning against com- 
plete prohibition aims at the Luther 


Place méeting, Lowman said: 
“There are many persons who will 


agree that temperance and sobriety are 
good things, but will froth at the 
mouth and start shouting about their 
personal rights and liberties when the 
subject of prohibition is brought. up.” 

Lowman warned representatives of 
dry organizations at the rally that their 
work had not been completed with the 
adoption of the eighteenth amendment. 
This has not turned out as satisfac- 
torily as we had hoped it would,” he 
said. 

Alcohol will always be produced in 
this country, and the time will never 
come when we can completely stop it, 
he said. Admitting that the young men 
and women of this country form a real 
obstacle in the path of prohibition en- 


-| forcement, Lowman declared that if 


they would join churches or temperance 
organizations the work of dry workers 
would be materially lightened. He 
added, however, that it seems impossible 
to get the youth of the Nation to’ join 
such organizations in any great num- 
bers, so their elders must become more 
active, 


Notes Discord in Dry Ranks. 


Oliver W. Stewart, of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the Flying Squadron Founda- 
tion, declared dry organizations must 
“get on the field of battle and fling 
their forces into action against the wets 
who are confident they will capture the 
Government in 1928.” Steward said he 
has noticed some discordant voices in 
the ranks of dry organizations and feels 
that the upholders of the. eighteenth 
amendment are becoming disorganized. 

At a mass meeting at the Calvary 
Baptist church under the joint auspices 
of the National United Committee for 
Law Enforcement and the International 
Reform Federation, Clinton N. Howard, 
chairman of the committee, said: 

“Any man whose strongest words of 
declination after being assured of the

tions, the homeless Federation of Citi- 
zens’ Associations is seeking offices sult- 
able for headquarters and a plan of 
finance that will make possible its 
maintenance. 

Jesse C. Suter, former president of 
the association, and a member of a 
committee of three delegated to look 
into the matters of obtaining quarters 
and find some way of paying for them, 
last night declared federation offices 
are necessary if the organization is to 
function with the fullest efficiency. 
“We need some fixed place to hold 
our committee meetings and conduct 
the business that waits attention 
daily,” he said. “Then there are the 
records of the organization to consider. 
As it is we have to cart them from 
place to place—wherever we happen to 
have a business session or committee 
meeting.” 

Suter will propose that the committee 
seek additional financial assistance from 
member citizens’ associations for the 
purpose. “Should our member groups 
consent to a small per capita tax, the 
problem could be easily solved, as we 
have a membership of more’ than 
30,000,” he said. 

The committee is secretly hoping, 
however, that some philanthropically 
inclined business firm or individual, 
with more office space than necessary, 
will invite the association to share it 
Headquarters were his former offices 
when he was president of the organiza- 
tion, Suter said.

AMONG BIG PROBLEMS 


TEMPORARY CONVENTION 
CHAIRMAN TO BE NAMED 


Stiff Opposition Is Seen for 
Boulder Dam Because 
of States. 


Delegations to Present -Argu- 


(Associated Press.) 

Solutions for all the major problems 
confronting the Seventieth Congress 
will be proposed in the avalanche of 
bills which will descend upon the two 
houses immediately upon completion 
of their organization. 

In this avalanche will be thousands 
of measures, most of which never will 
see the light of legal life, and hundreds 
of which will die in committee rooms 
without even the dignity of an official 
funeral. 

The eve of the new session found 
slightly more than 4,300 méasures al- 
ready printed and most of them in the 
hands of William Tyler Page, clerk of 
the House, ready for immediate intro- 
duction. 

Included in this batch were two 
measures of ourstanding importance— 
the new $236,000,000 tax». reduction 
measure and a deficiency appropriation 
bill drafted to replace the supply meas- 
ure that was lost in the Senate filibus- 
ter at the close of the last session. 

Both of these bills have been prepared 
by House committees during recent 
weeks. and will constitute the first fuel 
for the legislative machinery. 


Many Problems at Hand. 


Among other problems that the new 
Congress will be called upon to wrestle 
with at its first session will be farm 
relief, flood control, prohibition, alien 
property, Boulder Canyon dam, Muscle 
Shoals, railroad consolidation, a cruiser 
building program, aviation, a perma- 
nent shipping policy, Army housing 
and public buildings. 

Despite the large number of pro- 
posals that will be offered for disposing 
of these problems, the ultimate de- 
cision on each of them will come not 
through documents dumped into the 
House and Senate hoppers, but through 
continuing conferences during the ses- 
sion between the contending forces. 

In addition to the problems that will 
be called to the attention of both 
houses in bill -form, many matters 
affecting the various governmental 
activities will be cared for in the batch 
of annual supply measures, some of 
which already have been partly com- 
pleted by the House appropriations 
committee. 

While there appears little likelihood 
that any radical legislation on the sub- 
ject will be enacted at the coming ses- 
sion, prohibition again will stand out 
among the political issues to come in 
for frequent discussion during this pre- 
presidential campaign period. 


Wet and Dry Bills Ready. 


Both wets and drys are ready with 
measures embodying their views, the 
former renewing their suggestions for 
modification of the Volstead act and a 
referendum on the eighteenth amend- 
ment, and the latter seeking to put 
even more teeth into the dry enforce- 
ment a 

Aside from the single problem of flood 
control, every one of the prime ques- 
tions before the Seventieth Congress 
was inherited from its predecessors. 
Because of this a determined effort will 
be made to dispose of a number of the 
rapidly aging legacies. 

Of this group those apparently hav- 
ing the best chances of becoming laws 
are the bills dealing with farm relief, 
Muscle Shoals, alien property, a cruiser 
building program, public buildings and 
Army housing. 

Proponents, of the Boulder Canyon 
Dam bill also will wage with renewed 
vigor their fight for enactment of the 
measure, but this proposal undoubtedly 
will meet stiff. opposition as long as the 
seven Colora River Basin States fail 
to reach an unanimous agreement on 
the subject. 

While committees must begin work 
on most of the, major problems before 
they reach the flood of the House, con- 
siderable progress already has been 
made on two of the big issues—taxes 
and fiood relief. 


Tax Bill Virtually Ready. 


The tax measure, proposing a re- 
duction of slightly more than $10,000,- 
000 above the $225,000,000 maximum set 
by the Treasury, virtually is ready for 
immediate consideration. It is the plan 
of Chairman Green, of the House ways 
and means committee, to introduce a 
tentative draft of the bill today. 

As the committee already has agreed 
upon major points in the measure, the 
bill will be ready for consideration by 
the House as soon as formally approved, 

Much headway has been. made by the 
House flood control committee on the 
flood problem. For several weeks the 
committee has obtained the views and 
suggestions of.a number of persons and 
it is expected that the drafting of a 
control program will be started as soon 
as the recommendations of the Army 
engineers are presented to Congress. 

A.farm relief bill is as yet in an em- 
bryonic stage. While a number of the 
farm leaders in Congress have declared 
they again will seek passage of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, which President 
Coolidge vetoed last session, it is ex- 
pected that the agriculture committees 
of both houses will hold a series of 
meetings to decide what is to be done.

Charges that certain advocates of the 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill were

Three Cities Favored.

he must.be regarded as out of the run- 
ning.

ing the desirability of tax reduction and 


the necessity of passage at the earliest 
possible moment of the deficienNcy bili

SHADOWING OF JURY 
HELD NOT IMPROPER 


Defense Counsel Expected to 
Insist Surveillance Was 
Not Offense. 


(Associated Press.) 

Harry F. Sinclair and William J. 
Burns will be called to account today 
for the part they played in the series 
of events that brought about a mistrial 
in the Teapot Dome oil conspiracy case. 

With four others, the wealthy oil 
man and internationally-known detec- 
tive will appear before Associate Jus- 
tice Frederick L. Siddons, of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court, in 
answer to a contempt citation based on 
allegations that they sought to influ- 
ence the verdict of the trial jury. 

How the Government will go about 
proving its charges that the wealthy 
oil operator had two of his confidential 
aids employ Burns detectives to “spy 
upon, to bribe, intimidate and influ- 
ence” the jurors was the cause of much 
speculation on the eve of the hearing. 

Testimony. made public by the Gov- 
ernment has not shown that any of 
the detectives actually approached or 
spoke to any member of the oil jury. 
This testimony, which was given before 
the grand jury investigating the mis- 
trial, has shown, however, that the 
Burns men did keep the jury under in- 
tensive surveillance. 

The contention of Sinclair and his 
confidential business associates, Henry 
Mason Day and Sheldon Clark, also 
under citation, and of the detectives, 
has been that there was nothing im- 
proper in the shadowing of the jury. 
Counsel for the.defense will insist that 
surveillance of a jury did not consti- 
tute contempt of court or a criminal 
offense, it was indicated in a brief 
statement issued by Charles’ A. Doug- 
las, attorney for William J.° Burns, 
founder of the Burrs Detective Agency; 
his son, W. Sherman Burns, and their 
Baltimore manager C. L. Veitsch, who 
also have bee’. cited for contempt 

Douglas said that Burns’ answer to 
the contempt charges “would go stright 
to the merits of the case, reserving all 
legal rights, for at some stage of the 
hearing it will have to be determined 
by the court whether observation or 
surveillance, if you please, constitutes 
in itself contempt of court or a crim- 
inal offense against the United States.” 

All of the respondents will take the 
stand and testify after the Government 
has presented its case, Douglas said. 

As yet, none of the six men cited 
has filed an answer to the Govern- 
ment charges but their counsel an- 
nounced that the answers would be 
filed with Justice Siddons today. 
Counsel also announced that no mo- 
tions tending to delay the hearing 
would be made.

Robinson’s Tax Cut Views. 


There was nothing threatening in the 
statement made public .yesterday by 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader He even admitted 
that, although the Treasury has not 
been so good in estimating surpluses , 
in the past, it is in position to have 
more information on how much tax 
reduction the Treasury can stand than 
he has. He subscribed to the Republi.

HYMNS SUNG IN JAIL 
BY MRS, LILLIENDAHL 
AND CODEFENDANT 


Two Accused of Murder May 
Hear Verdict of the 
Jury Today. 


WOMAN TO TESTIFY 
IN HER OWN DEFENSE 


Insists Husband Was Killed 
by Two Men Bent 
on Robbery. 


Mays Landing, N. J., Dec. 4 (A.P.).— 
This was the last Sunday of uncer- 
tainty for Mrs. Margaret Lilliendahl and 
Willis Beach in their fight ager ist a 
charge of murder, and they passed part 
of the day singing old-time hymns in 
their barred cells. 

Before another Sunday, perhaps by 
tomorrow night, their fate will have’ 
been decided, and ‘they will know 
whether they must pay with their lives 
for the killing of the woman’s aged 
husband, Dr. A. William Lilliendahl, of 
which they are accused. 

The seven men and five women who 
will decide on the guilt or innocence of 
the two also passed their Sunday in 
confinement, and they, too, turned to 
worship on their first day of leisure 
since the trial opened Monday. 


Services Heard on Radio. 


The jury; which is housed under 
guard in a little building behind a hotel 
adjoining the jail, heard Sunday serv- 
ices over the radio, but Beach and Mrs. 
Lilliendahl took part in epecia’ services 
at the jail, presided over by the local 
Methodist minister, in the corridor he- 
tween the cells. 
Hymn books were handed to each 
of the score of cell occupants and as 
the minister led and his wife accom- 
panied him on a piano that stood close 
to the door of Beach’s cell, the voices 
of the invisible worshipers floated out 
into the corridor in a half tuneful 
chorus that had its measure o1 pathos 
although it was considerably off key. 
Mrs. Lilliendahl’s soprano, weak but 
true, could be heard from her balcony 
cell, but no sound could be distin- 
guished as coming from behind Beach’s 
bars, though jail attendants reported 
he kept his eyes on his hymnal and 
that his lips moved as if in song. 


Eat With Relish. 


Both defendants passed a restful 
night and ate the special meals sent 
in to them with apparent relish. 
Neither has partaken of the regular 
county jail fare since they were ar- 
rested on October 6. 

Beach suffered no recurrence of the 
heart attacks to which he is subject, 
although a doctor was kept close at 
hand in the belief that the ordeal of 
yesterday might bring on an attack. 

For three hours and a half yesterday 
Beach sat in the witness box and up- 
held his assertion that he was nowhere 
near the scene of the killing of Dr. 
Lilliendahl on September 15. He ac- 
counted for every hour of the day and 
other witnesses corroborated his testi- 
mony. 

Tomorrow Mrs. Lilliendahl will testi- 
fy in her own defense and repeat her 
story that her husband was killed by 
two negroes whose motive was robbery.

Discoveries by Pennsylvania 
University Expedition 
Held Valuable. 


NEW LIGHT IS THROWN 
UPON OLD TESTAMENT 


Evidences of Egyptian Occu- 
pation Recovered; Serpent 
Worship Long Popular. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—Discov- 
erles made at Beisan, in Palestine, 
which throw more light on the early 
religions of Palestine and, incidentally, 
on certain passages in the Old Testa- 
ment, were revealed today in a report 
received by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Museum: from Alan Rowe, di- 
rector of its expedition engaged in 
excavating the site of the Biblical 
Bethshan. | 


Among the discoveries reported was 
a brick altar of sacrifice, reminiscent 
of sacrificial rites described in the Book 
of Samuel, and more than 100 cigar- 
shaped objects of mud, believed to have 


been votive objects, representing small 
rolis of bread and seemed somewhat 
similar to those referred to in the 
seventh chapter of Jeremiah. 


Hathor-Headed Standard. 


In addition, the report says, the ex- 
cavators uncovered a number of fine 
scarabs and jewelry of gold and stone; 
a beautifully made bronze top of a 
military standard, representing the 
head of Hathor and suggesting the 
presence of a “Hathor” regiment of the 
Egyptian army at Beisan in 1400 B. C., 
and a number of stone weights, fine 
fragments of painted pottery, and other 
objects. 

Of particular interest among the pot- 
tery found was a bowl bearing the fig- 
ure of a serpent in high relief. This 
bowl, which is the oldest example of a 
cult object thus far found at Beisan, is 
considered of unusual importance in 
that it reveals that ophiolatry, or the 
worship of serpents, which was preva- 
lent in the town during the reigns of 
Amenophis III, Seti I and Rameses II, 
already was practiced there in the time 
of Thothmes III. 


Like Ezekiel’s Temple. 


All the new discoveries were made as 
a result of the excavation of two tem- 
ples belonging to the reign of Thothmes 
III, who held sway about 1500 B.C. Of 
one of the temples, the report states: 

“Many details of this temple are not 
unlike those of the temple described in 
detail by the prophet Ezekiel in chapter 
40 of the Book of Ezekiel, which also 
had the altars of sacrifice outside the 
inner sanctuary and an altar inside the 
sanctuary. Indeed, we must assume 
that there was not a great difference 
between Israelitish temples of the type 
referred to in Ezekiel and temples in 
use by the non-Israelitish inhabitants 
of ‘Palestine, both in the sixth century 
B. C. and in earlier times.”

Russian Envoys at Geneva 
Shows Interest in French 
Statesman’s Views. 


LITHUANIA’S PREMIER 
_ WILL DEMAND REDRESS 
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Arrives to Accuse Warsaw; 


Poland Denies Intention 
to Quit League. 


Geneva, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—M. Briand, 
the French foreign minister, made an- 
other move today to obtain a united 
continental Europe. He employed all 
his persuasive forces of statesmanship 
to induce Russia to stay actively in the 
Buropean concert. He received both 
Maxim Litvinoff and M. Lunarcharsky, 
of the Russian delegation, and, with M. 
Paul-Boncour, French Socialist, at his 
side, he felicitated the Soviet envoys on 
their participation in the disarmament 
discussions, and earnestly voiced the 
hope that they would be the prosecu- 
ee of further international collabora- 

on. 

Another question which M. Briand 
broached to M. Litvinoff was Paul-Bon- 
cour’s plan for a continental security 
pact, with Russia included, believing 
this would immensely improve the 
chances of success of the disarmament 
conference. 

Plan Cooperation. 

The Russians, it is understood, gave 
indications that they contemplated ad- 
ditional cooperation whenever possible. 
- When it came to lending a helping 
hand to improvement of Russo- British 
relations, the French foreign minister 
met with stony ground. Both M. Lit- 
vinoff and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
readily expressed willingness to see each 
other, but neither apparently was ready 
to assume responsibility of proposing an 
interview. Diplomatic niceties, or ap- 
prehensions, threatened to render sterile 
all attempts of third parties to bring 
them togeher. 

“We have no diplomatic relations with 
Great Britain, ” said the Soviet spokes- 
man, “hence there is no reason why 
Russia, even though only represented by 
the vice foreign minister, should take 
the initiative for a meeting with the 
British foreign secretary.” 

This was one of the busiest days of 
his career for M. Briand. One by one 
the.statesmen and diplomats of Europe 
entered his study for crisp half-hour 
talks. After lunching with Sir Austen 
and Lady Chamberlain, M. Briand re- 
ceived the Russian delegates, then Gus- 
tay Stresemann, the German foreign 
minister, and after him Dr. Eduard 
Benes, of Czechoslovakia, and many 
others, including Zaleski, of Poland; 
Politis, Greece, and Scialoia, Italy. 


To Ask League’s Aid, 


Premier Waldemaras, of Lithuania, 
arrived at Geneva today accompanied 
by Dr. Zaunis, former Lithuanian repre- 
sentative to the League of Nations. 
The premier at once remarked that he 
had been heartened by the receipt from 
groups of Lithuanians in the United 
States of a message advising him that 
they had protested to the League of 
Nations regarding Poland’s stand against 
Lithuania. 

“We shall ask the League’s assistance 
on two points,” the premier informed 
the Associated Press correspondent. 
“Our position is that Poland’s oppres- 
sions of Lithuanians in the Vilna area 
by suppressing Lithuanian schools. 
hindering churches and imprisoning 
Lithuanians is a distinct violation of 
the Treaty of Versailles, in that it -s 
oppression of the minority. 

“Our second claim is that through the 
promotion of bandit gangs and encour- 
agement of raids, Poland is engaged in a 
conspiracy to overthrow the Lithuanian 
Government. We shall produce wit- 
nesses and much evidence to support 
this second charge.” 

A categorical denial that Poland is 
prepared to resign from the League of 
Nations unless the council of the 
league succeeds in arranging a resump- 
tion of diplomatic relations with Lith- 
uania was given to the Associated Press 
today by the Polisr delegation. The 
council has on its agenda the Polish- 
Lithuanian dispute which will be 
reached probably tomorrow. 

The report that Poland would resign 
her seat in the league reached Geneva 
from Berlin sources, and stated also 
that Poland would insist on unquali- 
fled recognition of Polish sovereignty 
over Vilna. 

A high official of the Polish deiega- 
tion said today that his government be- 
lieved the state of war which Lithuania 
insists still exists between the two 
countries is in contradiction to the 
league covenant and therefore should 
cease. He added that his government 
merely wanted to live in friendly rela- 
tionships: with Lithuania and to help 
her economically. 

“As for Vilna,” he said, “our sov- 
ereignty there requires no ratification 
by the League of Nations council.”

Survey Shows Average of 
$7,299 for Less Than 
80,000 Residents. 


NEW YORK FOURTEENTH 


New York, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—Mining and 
agricultural States of the far West, led 
by Nevada, show the greatest per capita 
wealth, while the industrial States of 
the East hold the largest total shares 
of the Nation’s resources, a survey 
made public today by the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board shows. 

Nevadt with less than 80,000 inhabi- 
tants and with the smallest total 
wealth of any State in the Union, 
$565,000,000, holds first place with a 
per capital figure of $7,299. Next is 
Wyoming, South Dakota, Iowa, Oregon, 
Nebraska, California and North Dakota 
in the order named. 

The term “wealth” used in the com- 
putations is represented by land and 
improvements, the equipment of in- 
dustrial enterprises and farms, live stock, 
railroad and public utility land and 
equipment, personal property, motor 
and other vehicles. 

Gold and silver coin and bullion, 
credits and currency are excluded un- 
der this term, the conference board ex- 
plained. - 

New York State, the survey reveals, 
with one-tenth of the Nation’s popula- 
ion and total wealth of $40,108,000,000, 
or one-eighth of the United States 
total, is fourteenth in per capita rank- 
ing, estimated at $3,593. 

Among other Eastern States, Con- 
necticut holds ninth place in the per 
capita list, but New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania are exceeded in per 
capita wealth respectively by Montana, 
Kensas and Washington. 


“Naked-Eye” Comet 
Is Seen in Australia 


- Cambridge, Mass., Dec 4 (A.P.).—A 
comet of the third magnitude, the first 
“naked-eye” comet to be reported in 
some time, was observed at Melbourne, 
Australia, yesterday, Dr. Harlow Shap- 
ley director of the Harvard Observatory, 
announced tonight. He said it prob- 
ably would be visible in the Northern 
Hemisphere in several weeks. 

The discovery was made by F. J.

UNREST IN LITHUANIA 
REPORTED GROWING 


Many Arrests Are Made in 
Ministries and- Also in 


Kovno Garrison. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Riga, Dec. 4.—In spite of denials, 
Kovno is seething with unrest in conse- 
quence of the dispatch of military de- 
tachments to the Polish border and 
alarming reports from Vilna of intense 
preparations by M. Plechkaitis’ refugees 
to form battalions consisting of social- 
ist emigrants, sharpshooters and volun- 
teers under the command of the re- 
cently escaped Capt. Majus, who was 
the soul of the recent Tauroggenputsch. 

The Lithuanian party struggle has 
penetrated deeper into the army and 
civil service, necessitating the discharge 
of the chief of political police who for- 
merly was considered an able supporter 
of the present government. The ar- 
rests, transfers and discharges of re- 
sponsible persons of the ministries and 
Kovno garrison have assumed notable 
proportions. 

The contemplated declaration to out- 
law Pleshmit and other traitors is a 
mere gesture, not frightening the agita- 
tors, who believe their time has come. 
The Kovno press emphasizes that the 
Polish officers commanding the Vilna 
troops are taking short courses in the 
Lithuanian language. An attempt to 
assassinate one of the commanders of 
a garrison in the south Lithuanian 


town of Mariampol was frustrated. Two 


men, believed to be communists, fired 
four shots, wounding a lieutenant, and 
escaped.

NIAMOND STEALING GANG 
SOUGHT AFTER KIONAPING 


22 Men and Women Hunted 
for Thefts Aggregating 
More Than $700,000. 


EIGHT ARRESTS EFFECTED 


Chicago, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—Police of 
more than a half dozen cities with re- 
covery of more than $700,000 of stolen 
diamonds as their objective, have 
joined the Chicago authorities in a 
search for 22 men and women, said to 
be members of the gang that kidnaped 
Morris Reismer, St. Paul, Minnesota, 
real estate dealer last Thursday. 

Eight suspects have been arrested. 
They and the 22 at large are said by 
police to constitute the most powerful 
diamond robbery gang in the United 
States. Simultaneously, it is charged, 
they carried on kidnaping plots on an 
extensive scale. 

In possession of those still at large, 
police say, is nearly three quarters of 
a million dollars of loot, proceeds of 
robberies in Chicago, New York, Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia, Detroit, St. Loulg 
Cleveland and other cities. 

Even while Reismer was being he 
captive and effort made to make him 
pay $75,000 for his release, detectives 
were tracing the stolen jewels to Chi+ 
cago. The investigators obtained their 
most definite clews following the rob- 
bery of Swirsky Brothers, of Cleveland, 
of $205,000 worth of diamonds. 

The kidnaping of Reismer had its in- 
ception in an effort to sell him a part 
or all of the loot of the Cleveland rob- 
bery, police said today.

Otto C.Kiep, counselor of the German 
Embassy, followed with a short and 
appropriately-worded address. Secre- 
tary of War Davis had already spoken 
as had Maj.

An enormous increase in the amount 
of stock dividends paid by corporations 


since the Supreme Court held that such 
dividends were not taxable to share- 
holders, was shown yesterday in the 
report of an investigation conducted by 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

The investigation, conducted under a 
Senate resolution introduced in De- 
cember, 1926, by Senator Norris (Re- 
publican), Nebraska, revealed that 
$6,253,818,026 has been paid in such 


tions. In the preceding seven years 
prior to the court’s decision, 4,967 of 
these corporations paid $628,002,448 in 
stock dividends. 

In the seven years prior to 1920 these 
4,967 corporations paid stock dividends 
to the extent of 15 per cent of the total 
dividends issued by the group. Since 
that time stock dividends amounted to 
more than 45 per cent of the total paid. 


Comparison With Capitalization. 


A comparison of the stock dividends 
with increase in capitalization in a 
group of 2,846 corporations whose an- 
nual reports were available, showed that 
a total increase of stock capitalization 
since 1920 amounted to $3,066,918,746, 


than 76 per cent of the total. In the 
previous seven years stock dividends 


increase. 

In a group of 1,000 corporations ex- 
amined there was an absolute increase 
in stock dividends of about 438 per cent 
since 1920, as comrared with an in- 
crease of 73 per cent in the same period 
before 1920. In the period since 1920 
the stock dividends were about 41 per 
cent of the total dividends and in the 
seven years prior to 1920 were about 
18 per cent. 

A full appreciation of the change in 
dividend policy, the report said, can 
not be obtained from a comparison of 
stock with cash dividends, but sur- 
pluses must be considered in relation 
to dividends. 

In the seven year: prior to 1920 near- 
ly $1,800,000,000 was retained undis- 
tributed in the business by 2,971 cor- 
porations examined, as compared with 
$317,000,000 in the seven years since 
that time.

In summing up the report the com- 
mission said: 

“The declaration of stock dividends 
at the rate prevailing in the last few 
years does not appear to be the result 
of any controlling necessity and seems 
to be of questionable advantage as a 
business policy. In the first place, the 
reduction of surplus through a stock 
dividend leaves the stockholder’s equity 
in a corporation precisely the same as 
it was, as Measured by its book value. 
The result in this respect is the 
Same as if the corporation increased 
the number of shares of its capital 
stock by splitting the original quan- 
tity in the same number as is out- 
Standing’ as a result of the stock divi- 
dend. 

“The stock dividend policy places 
permanently beyond the reach of 
shareholders for purposes of any sub- 
sequent distribution in cash or other 
assets whatever part. of the surplus. is 
capitalized. From the standpoint of 
the corporation it has been argued that 
this is an advantage because new capi- 
tal has in effect been thus permanent- 
ly obtained without the necessity of 
selling new securities. 

“But, essentially, this is only an 
argument for financing capital re- 
quirements from earnings and hence 
is not inseparably or peculiarly related 
to stock dividends.”

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EQUAL RIGHTS OF STATES. 


At the beginning of the Seventieth 
‘Congress the country is witnessing an 
- attempt to destroy the right of States to 
. place senators of their own choice in the 
' United States Senate. 

Before the Senate can organize for the 
session the senators already seated will 
be called upon to decide whether they 
will admit two new members or exclude 
them. 

The movement to exclude these sena- 
tors-elect is not based upon constitu- 
tional grounds. It is admitted that they 
possess all constitutional qualifications 
and hold authentic credentials certifying 
their election. 

Objection is made to them because of 
alleged misuse of money in their cam- 
paigns. It is urged that the integrity of 
the Senate would be destroyed if they 
should be admitted. “If the Senate does 
not have the right to protect its own in- 
tegrity, said Senator Reed, of Missouri, 

“then there is no power outside of the 
Senate to protect that integrity.” 

That is a plausible statement, but a 
moment’s scrutiny shows that it is falla- 
cious. What power protected the integ- 
rity of the Senate when Senator Reed, of 

. Missouri, was elected? Was it not the 
State of Missouri? Do not all of the 
States weed out candidates and elect 
senators who are deemed to possess in- 
tegrity ? 

It is suggested that if a State should 
elect an idiot, an insane person or a felon 
the Senate would have the right to re- 
fuse to admit him, in defense of its 
own integrity. But this also is fallacious 
reasoning. It is not to be presumed 
that a State would elect an idiot, an in- 
sane person or a felon, or that the Sen- 
ate would fail to expel such a senator. 
But a State has the right to elect such 
a person, just as the Senate has the right 
to expel him. 

The integrity of persons elected to the 
Senate is in charge of the States elect- 
ing them. The integrity of senators 
after they have been admitted is in 
charge of the Senate. A senator may be 
expelled for an offense committed before 
he was a senator, but he must first be 
given his seat, because the Senate can 
not expel a person who is not a senator. 

The denial of a seat to a person elected 
senator is a denial of the right of the 
States to equal representation in the 
Senate. 

The Senate has no constitutional power 
to deny to States their equal representa- 
tion in the Senate. 

The vote of 95 senators to deny a seat 
to one who is elected to the ninety-sixth 
seat is an attempt to give some States 
more power than others in the Senate. 

The republic can not endure if States 
are robbed of their equal rights. 

There is no court to which a State can 
appeal for the protection of its equal 


the danger that would attend a denial of 
such rights. No one knows what would 
‘ follow the destruction of this funda- 


mental equality of the States. But it is 
evident that a State thus wronged 
would not be without friends among the 
other States. It would not fight its bat- 
* tle alone. : 
Senators who vote to prevent senators 
elect from being seated are violating 
their oath to support and defend the 
Constitution of the United States.

SENATOR ROBINSON’S VIEWS. 


The attitude of the Democrats in Congress 
in regard to proposed legislation is well and 
temperately expressed by their Senate leader, 
Mr. Robinson, of Arkanssa. In. his public 
statement he echoes the wishes of Republicans 
as well as Democrats when he says: “I trust it 
will be found practicable to take up the subject 
of flood prevention early in the session so as to 
assure the passage of a well considered mea- 
sure before the adjournment of Congress.” 
This is the most important legislation that can 
engage the attention of Congress, and yet from 


| present prospects it will be almost a miracle if 


a Mississippi flood prevention plan can be 
adopted at this session. The injection of poli- 
tics and pork into this proposal will probably 
lead to confused counsel and prolonged debate. 
The only safe rule to be adopted by those who 
desire early. completion of a flood control sys- 
tem along the Mississippi is to consolidate be- 
hind the Army plan and to reject all projects 
seeking to attach themselves to it. 

Senator Robinson suggests a reduction of 
the tariff in ‘‘a number of schedules’ as a 
means of reducing the high cost of living and 
especially for the relief of the farmer. The 
prices of manufactured articles, he holds, are 
“generally very high, while farm products are 
in many instances below production costs.”’ 
No doubt he refers to the prices received by 
farmers for their products,.and not to the 
prices paid by consumers of those products. 
Consumers generally are paying too much for 
farm products. They complain of these prices 
more than they complain of the prices of manu- 
factured products. No doubt if the farmers 
marketed their products themselves the cost 
to consumers would be lower. The tariff, in 
any event, has nothing to do with domestic 
prices of farm products, 

The dispute over the question whether man- 
ufactured goods would be cheaper if the tariff 
were reduced can not be settled by mere dis- 
cussion. Many factors enter into the prob- 
lem, the chief objection to tariff reduction 
being that it would benefit foreign capital and 
labor at the expense of American capital and 
labor engaged in manufacturing. Certainly 
unrestricted foreign competition in the Ameri- 
can market would tend to reduce wages and 
the standard of living. This would curtail the 
consuming power of the millions who are now 
the best customers of the American farmer. 
Granting that the farmer might buy manufac- 
tured goods more cheaply if the tariff. were re- 
moved, what would he gain if he should there- 
by lose his best customers and be forced to 
send much of his product abroad to be sold, if 
possible, to people who live on low wages? 


DISTRICT MAINTENANCE. 


A new fiscal relations bill, promised by Rep- 
resentative Zihlman, chairman of the House 
District committee, -has been drafted and will 
be presented to Congress at an early date. In 
substance, it provides that appropriations for 
the coming year shall be apportioned upon the 
60-40 basis, and that a committee of fifteen be 
formed, consisting of five senators to be ap- 
pointed by the President of the Senate, five 
representatives to be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House, and five citizens of Washington 
to be appointed by the District Commissioners, 


‘which will meet from time to time “‘with a view 


of ascertaining and reporting to Congress at 
the beginning of each calendar year what per- 
centage of appropriations for expenses of the 
District of Columbia shall be paid by the United 
States and the District of Columbia, re- 
spectively, for the ensuing fiscal year.”’ 

The bill, if passed, will put an end to the 
present unjust and uneconomic lump-sum 
method of making payment for the expenses 
of the District government. Reaffirming, as it 
does, existing law that provides for a propor- 
tionate distribution of the cost, its only new 
feature is contained in the creation of a com- 
mission to ascertain what the proportion 
should be. 

As a general thing, it will be admitted that 
reapportionment of the expenses each year is 
wise. The District has no desire to evade its 
just share of expenses. It is possible that as 
Washington grows the proportion of expenses 
it can bear without hardship ultimately will 
become greater. In the meantime, govern- 
mental holdings are increasing at a faster rate 
than Washington is growing, and until the 
city ‘‘catches up’”’ it is possible that even the 
60-40 pronortion will prove to be inequitable. 

New legiclation is not needed, however, to 
establish the proportionate method of paying 
the cost of the local government. The prin- 
ciple is laid down by the existing law, which 
Congress for the last three years has chosen to 
ignore. The only matter of immediate con- 
cern is reestablishment of the proportionate 
system, through any means found expeditious. 


TO ELIMINATE RADIO CASTERS, 


The Federal Radio Commission announces 
that during the coming year licenses of possibly 
300 of the country’s 694 existing broadcasting 
stations will be allowed to lapse in order to 
clear the air. The commission realized the 
necessity for action some time ago, but de- 
layed application of its authority until the law 
had been fully tested in the courts and until 
a comprehensive survey of the radio field had 
been completed. The courts have definitely 
established the commission’s power to act, and 
the continued congestion in the air demon- 
strates the necessity for drastic action. 

The public will be served better with fewer 
stations. There are available only a limited 
number of wave channels within the limits of 
the broadcasting band. For practically a year 
the commission has been trying to squeeze~ 
the existing stations into these channels, in the 
face of the fact, evident to’ radio engineers, 
that heterodyning and interference could not 
be prevented by this means, The inevitable 
failure of this attempt brought to light two 
suggestions for relief—that a time division 
schedule be arranged so that only a limited 
number of stations would be broadcasting 
simultaneously, obviously an uneconomic and 
costly solution; or that the number of licensed 
broadcasting stations be cut. 

This, of course, is the ideal solution.» When 
the commission begins to force stations out of 
existence, however, trouble may be expected. 

which stations are to survive 


visions of the law granting licenses only to 
those which ‘it considers best serve the “public 
convenience, interest and necessity,’ with pri- 
ority in the field a secondary consideration. 
Every station, however, has its individual 
coterie of fans which may be expected to pro- 
test vigorously should renewal of the station 
license be refused. Furthermore, each station 


| represents a considerable capital investment, 


and revocation of a license is bound to start 
the cry of confiscation. It seems inevitable 
that any attempt to abolish existing broadcast- 
ing stations will result in injunction suits. 

The ‘‘critical period’’ for radio, so far as its 
regulation is concerned, has only just begun. 
After a year of honest and concentrated effort 
along less drastic lines, the commission has 
come to the inevitable decision that the number 
of.stat?ons must be reduced. Will the public, 
the broadcaster and the radio industry be far- 
sighted enough to realize that only through 
cooperation in such a program can the future 
development of broadcasting be assured, or 
program reception again be made a pleasure? 


THE MERGER PROBLEM. 


The various schemes put forth thus far for 
merger of the local street railway properties 
have served only to complicaté the proposition. 
So many minor elements have been intruded 
that further postponement of an amalgamation 
seems inevitable. Creation of a consolidated 
company would not be a complicated problem 
if the companies concerned were earnestly 
trying to consolidate. 

Speaking unofficially a day or so’ ago, Maj. 
W. E. R. Covell, acting Engineer Commis- 
sioner, said: ‘All that it is necessary to do to 
have a merger is for the companies to get to- 
gether and merge. None of this preliminary 
struggle for advantageous terms is at all neces- 
sary. The companjes have to merge. It is 
suicidal for them not to. Public opinion is in 
favor of a merger.’’ 

The statement is beyond dispute. Public 
opinion demands a merger. Yet this demand 
has been created only because of the general 
belief that, by merger, fares will be reduced 
and service bettered. If these ends are unat- 
tainable, there is no reason for further agita- 
tion of the question. 

Those who have produced merger schemes 
have gone on the idea that to effect consolida- 
tion new concessions must be granted to the 
companies. The danger in such approach lies 
in the fact that concessions undoubtedly would 
tend to fix, if not increase, the present rates 
of fare, or would replace today’s reasonably 
satisfactory service with a less satisfactory 
type. Concessions are suggested, despite the 
fact that the public has been told repeatedly 
that the value of the consolidated company, 
and its earning capacity, would be increased 
considerably merely through the act of con- 
solidation. If this is true, obviously it is to 
the advantage of ‘the companies to join forces 
without further ado. . 

A consolidated company would be in a bet- 
ter position to solve the intricate traffic co- 
ordination problem than are the present com- 
panies. Merger can not be effected if it is to 
be used as a lever with which to pry further 
concessions from Congress or the public. Re- 
duced to its component elements, the consolida- 
tion problem becomes simple. Since the dis- 
position is not to look upon it purely as a 
merger, however, it seems certain that the 
present agitation will fail to bear fruit, » 


A BULWARK AGAINST WAR. 


The reports of the two Assistant Secretaries 
of War, F. Trubee Davison and Hanford Mac- 
Nider, just made‘public, are worthy of study. 

Mr. Davison reports that considerable prog- 
ress has been made during the past year in 
the development of a competent aviation arm 
of the service, but adds that the problem of 
securing officers is serious. The shortage is 
caused primarily because of the fact that com- 
paratively few officers have applied for transfer 
to the air service, and because a great many 
who did make application were unable to pass 
the prerequisite rigid physical examinations. 
The type of officer most valuable to the air 
corps is the West Point graduate or graduates 
of recognized technical colleges, says Mr. 
Davison, and efforts are being made to obtain 
such men. Furthermore, the ratio of graduates 
from Army training schools is low as compared 
with the‘number who start the training courses. 

“It now appears,’ says Assistant Secretary 
Davison, ‘“‘that certain changes in training 
methods themselves, combined with -a more 
efficient selection of cadet personnel, will bring 
about the desired result. There is no doubt 
but that important progress is being made in 
that regard,” 

Mr, MacNider~is concerned with the pro- 
curement of supplies rather than with man 
power. He urges that a board be appointed 
to study war-time munition needs, and frre- 
pare a project for placing the Army in such a 
state of material preparedness that the War 
Department may be able at any time to apply 
the plan when needed. He wants adequate 
funds with which to secure and keep up to 
date detailed information as to the industrial 
development of the country, for making plans 
for the efficient utilization of its industrial 
strength during a war, for training personnel 
in the duties of procurement and procurement 
planning, and for keeping available at all times 
an adequate supply of gauges, jigs, tools, fin- 
ished articles and special war materials suf- 
ficient to meet emergent wartime needs until 
the industry of the country can reach a high 
production basis. : 

Both Mr. Davison and Mr, MacNider preach 
a doctrine of preparedness, not so that the 
United States can start a war, but so that it 
will be able to defend itself. The Nation pre- 
pared is a bulwark against war.

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REMUS ILL IN PRISON; 
SHOWS STRAIN OF TRIAL 


Wife-Slayer Passes Day in 
Bed Under Treatment 
of Physician. 


CONDITION NOT SERIOUS 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 4 (AP.).— 
George Remus, on trial for his life for 
slaying his wife, spent the day in bed 


under treatment of a physician. The 
defendant was described as suffering 
from a heavy cold and exhaustion. His 
condition was said not to be serious, 
however. 

Remus’ appearance has changed con- 
siderably since his trial started three 
weeks ago. On the first day he popped 
into court a ruddy-faced man, radiat- 
ing energy. He had been in jail then 
since October 6, when he ran down 
his wife in Eden Park here and shot 
her to death, but continued to avoid 
a “jaily” look. 

Yesterday, face drawn and pasty 
colored, he drooped obviously in court. 
Most of the time he rested his head 
upon his hand, elbow upon the counsel 
table from which he directs his own 
defense. 

Remus suffered today from the sec- 
ond cold contracted since his trial 
started. Most of the:last three weeks 
has been unusually balmy, out for the 
last three days wintry weather has pre- 
vailed. From a fresh, airy courtroom 
with many windor'vs the weather caused 
a change to a tight, stuffy room filled 
with coughers and -gneezers. 

Remus’ illness added more doubt that 
he would testify in his own behalf. 
Doubt appeared yesterday for the first 
time when the prosecution stated it 
would interrogate at length George 
Connors, Remus’ chief lieutenant in the 
illicit liquor syndicate which. made 
Remus the “king of bootleggers,” and 
finally sent them both to prison, upon 
the assumption that Remus would avoid 
the witness stand. 

Charles H. Elston, cocounsel with 
Remus, added to the general doubt 
when for the first time he veered from 
a positive statement that Remus would 
be the chief witness for himself. 

“IT can’t say now,” Elston said. 

In some quarters it was remarked 
that it might be straining the credulity 
of the two women and ten men of the 
jury too far to have Remus, whose sole 
plea of defense is transitory maniacal 
insanity, try to recall for them the gos- 
sip and calumnies against Mrs. Remus 
which he tnsists drove him mad. 

Even with the testimony of Connors, 
the man who for seven years was with 
Remus virtually every day of their 
freedom from prison, the witness- 
stand narratfon of John T. Rogers, St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch reporter, continued 
to stand out in a week-end recapitu- 
lation as the greatest gesture in be- 
half of the defendant. 

For two years Rogers was with Re- 
mus much of the time as he compiled 
the record of Remus’ life as a boot- 
legger, from which ten full-page news 
stories appeared in the Post-Dispatch. 

Connors underwent only ten min- 
utes of a driving cross-examination yes- 
terday. Tomorrow he faces a full day 
of it.. Connors was named by the 
State in its opening statement as one 
of three who conspired with Remus to 
slay Mrs. Remus. The others were 
Blanche Watson, secretary to Remus, 
and George Klug, who drove the death 
car into Eden Park.

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~ |STATES TO ORGANIZE 
STATISTICS BUREAUS 


Identification and Fingerprint 
Records Are Needed, 
Report Declares. 


ACCOUNTING PLAN HELD 
PROTECTION TO SOCIETY 


Central Agencies for Accumu- 
lation of Data Are Urged 
by Committee. 


Establishment by the States of bu- 
reaus of criminal statistics and of cen- 
tral bureaus of identification is recom- 
mended in the report of the subcom- 
mittee of the National Crime Commis- 
sion headed by former Gov. Frank O. 
Lowden and made public today. 

The subcommittee finds that these 
two needs are outstanding if progress 
is to be made in the curbing of crime, 
and Gov. Lowden, in a supplemental 
statement, declares thgt “the adminis- 
tration of criminal justice is admittedly 
not what it should be,“And adds that 
“unquestionably this is in part due to 
our woeful lack of criminal statistics.” 
In pointing to the needs for more 
complete criminal statistics, the com- 
mittee asserts that “the public must 
recognize that the police, the courts, 
the prisons and reformatory § institu- 
tions, the probation and parole officers 
are all parts of one -great organization 
for the protection of society from erime, 
and it must also realize that it can not 
maintain efficient, control of this huge 
concern without the aid of scientific 
accounting. 

“Furthermore, it should understand 
that the collection of criminal statis- 
tics is a peculiarly difficult problem in 
this country. Each of the: 48 States, 
if free, subject only to general pro- 
visions in the Federal Constitution to 
enact such laws as it deems effective 
in dealing with crime. Present meth- 
ods of keeping police, court and insti- 
tution records will need to be over- 
hauled and a plan of reporting to some 
central agency thoroughly worked out 
and placed on a businesslike basis. 


Matter Up to State. 


“Unless the individual States can be 
made to see that criminal statistics 
are necessary to secure efficiency in 
the administration of criminal justice, 
it is doubtful if the Federal Govern- 
ment will ever be in a position to 
compile trustworthy information on 
crime and criminals for the United 
States as a whole. A State bureau of 
criminal statistics, if properly manned 
and scientifically run, could within a 
few years do more to make the admin- 
istration of criminal justice what it 
should be than any other innovation 
of which we have knowledge.” 
Discussing the necessity of criminal 
identification bureaus, the report de- 
clares that “if the, police are to bring 
a reasonable propor io of the crimianis 
of this country before the courts of 
justice and present ‘evidence that will 
convict, then there will have to be a 
great development and expansion in the 
machinery now used in taking and re- 
cording fingerprints. 

“A State bureau of criminal identifi- 
cation is an invaluable aid tc all 
agencies and organizations that deal 
with offenders. Of what Significance 
is a severer penalty for a repeater, or 
2 life sentence threatening a man who 
is convicted of his fourth felony if there 
is no authoritative means of ascertain- 
ing how many previous sentences he 
has served?

SMITH SPEECH ARGUED 
AS STAMPING HIM WET 


Chairman of Citizens’ Com- 
mittee Says Drys Will 
Accept Issue. 


FESS CRITICIZES STAND 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Dec. 4.—Gov. Al Smith’s 
recent speech to the League of Women 
Voters at Albany, in which he justi- 
fied oppositoin to the Volstead law and 
the eighteenth amendment, has pro- 
voked much comment at the National 
Republican Club, the verdict generally 
being that the governor has made him- 
self flat-footedly the champion of the 
wets. 

Fred B. Smith, national chairman of 
the Citizens’ Committee of 1,000, today 
said the drys would “go to it” against 
Smith, who probably would be nomi- 
nated for President 

“The governor has gone over bag and 
baggage to the wets,” said + Smith. 
“There is no mistaking his position. 
It is a good thing he has clarified his 
attitude. If he is nominated for Presi- 
dent the issue will be: ‘Shall the legal- 
ized liquor traffic return?’ The drys 
will meet him on that issue.” 

“Gov. Smith’s speech on the wet-and- 
dry issue was not needed to fix his 
status in the eyes and minds of the 
voters,” said United States Senator 
Simeon D. Fess, of Ohio. ‘He is in the 
present position of eminence in the 
New York State Democracy because ever 
since he entered politics he has been 
the friend of the organized liquor 
traffic. Today he symbolizes the wet 
issue in national politics. If his party 
nominates him for President, he will 


}stand as the exponent of the Tammany 


brand of Democracy. His latest declara- 
tion of principles makes it extremely 
embarrassing for the Southern States, 
which are quite uniformly dry.” 

“Perhaps the governor thought there 
was some doubt in the country at large 
as to just where he stood on the wet- 
and-dry issue,” said former Senator 
William M. Calder. “His Albany speech 
is a proclamation to the Nation that he 
is wet. The national Democracy, tn 
case the governor is nominated, will go 
forth in 1928 garnished with its most 
perfect Tammany flower.” 

“It was good politics for the governor 
to remind the people just where he 
stood,” said Assemblyman  Phelrs 
Phelps. “On account of this studied 
silence the people had begun to believe 
he had dried up. Now every one knows 
that he is the same old Al.” 


Clemenceau Mourns 


His Younger Brother 


Paris, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—M. Clemenceau, 
France’s war-time premier, bereft of 
his sister, Adrienne, two weeks ago, 
now deplores the loss of his younger 
brother, Albert Adrien Clemenceau, who 
died in a Paris clinic today. 

Albert Clemenceau was twenty years 
younger than the “Tiger,” having been 
born at Nantes, February 21, 1861. He 
was a prominent advocate at the Paris 
bar and a familiar figure at the civil 
tribunal. He also had some celebrity 
as a writer.’ He married Marthe, daugh- 
ter of Paul Metrice, Victor Hugo’s 
friend and executor. 


NEW POLICY OF FLOOD 
CONTROL FACES CONGRESS 


Future Checking of High Wa- 
ters in Mississippi Valley 


of Chief Concern. 


(Assoviated Press.) 

A new governmental policy for the 
controlling of the flood rivers of the 
country is a task facing the Seventieth 
Congress and involves an engineering 
feat of the greatest magnitude—the 
curbing of the destructive high waters 
of the Mississippi River. 

While the new Congress pr>bably will 
shape up a national program providing 
for the future checking of the floods 
of the principal streams of the country 
it is conceded that the immediate 
legislation to be evolved at this session 
will formulate’ only specifie remedies 
for the flood problems of the Missis- 
Sippi, particularly the -lower valleygot 
that river. 

In the extension of the legislation 
to the entire national flood problem. 
Congress probably will seek advice from 
the leading engineers of the country 
After meeting the lower valley prob- 
lems the next step will be the solution 
of overflows in the upper valley and 
the Mississippi’s tributaries through 
reservoirs at the headwaters and re- 
forestation. 

A final task will be the curbing of 
the rivers in other sections of the coun- 
try, including New England and New 
York, where recent floods have wrought. 
devastation and in the Imperial Val- 
ley of California, where the Colorado 
River’s overflows are an annual menace. 

For the last four weeks Congress has 
been preparing for the formulation of 
legislation designed to solve the prob- 
lem, through hearings of the House 
flood control committee as the basis of 
the legislation it is charged with draft- 
ing, the committee expects to receive 
at the opening of the Congress the re- 
port of the Army engineers on methods 
of checking the Mississippi’s overflows. 
The engineers’ report as indicated in 
advance statements by Maj. Gen. Jad- 
win, chief of Army engineers, specifi- 
cally proposes remedies for the Mis- 
sissippi River’s control, including the 
strengthening of the river’s: levees sup- 
plemented by spillways and diversion 
channels in the lower valley.

You do not scald other 
meats, and I have always found that to 
scald liver is to toughen it. My own 
method, which was given me by a Bo- 
hemian man cook, is as follows: 

Have the liver cut into thick slices. 
Wipe well with a clean, damp cloth. 
Lay the slices for about 20 minutes in 
Sufficient. cold, sweet milk to cover. 

_ Remove from the miik, wipe dry (but 

do not squeeze). Broil or fry in bacon 
fat. Season with a little salt and pep- 
per. If broiled, spread with melted 
butter; if fried, make brown gravy in 
the pan. 

If you try this method—as I have for 
many years, I do not think you will 
care to use boiling water again. Sin- 
cerely yours, J. M. Z.

New York, Dec, 4 (A.P.).—Holiday re- 
tail trade and the introduction of the 
new Ford automobile dominated the 


business situation in America last week. 
In ia there were numerous signs 
of improvement in industry, but the 
week’s chief characteristic was best 
described as a widespread feeling in 
commercial circles that a year of 
marked prosperity would follow 1927. 
The mysterious new Ford, coming on 
the market after months of discussion, 
speculation and wondering, created 
more interest in the business world than 
any other single event of the year. Be- 
lief was widely held that the return to 
activity of so large an industrial oper- 
ator would prove a powerful factor in 
the commercfal trend of the immediate 
future, as well as the coming year. 
The slowing up of consumer demand 
for motor cars in 1927 was attributed 
largely to the approach of the new 
model of the Dearborn manufacturer. 
Predictions have been rife for weeks 
that buying would become general fol- 
lowing the Ford announcement, and

Grid Ratings Into 
a Scramble. 


Illinois and Pitt Have 
Best Records of 
1928 Season.

rLANTA, Ga., Dec. 4.(A.P.).—The 

‘ational football ‘championship 

situation was scrambied to a 
greater.extent than ever today as a re- 
suit of the unexpected -and decisive 
Gefeat of the University of Georgia’s 
“wonder team” b; its ancient rival, 
Georgia Tech. 

A few swift gestures by this unex- 
pectediy alert, aggressive and smartly- 
directe@y. Tech Tesrado not only re- 
moved.-the Georgians from their high 
and ‘lofty pedesta.: as the country’s 
only untied or undefeated major team, 
but also..pushed them from the top 
of the Southern Conference heap... 

Georgia; with an array of talent con- 
spicuous in all-American circles, was 
cutpiayec and outger:eraled -by a team 
that was mentally and physically on 
edge. The machine that had: mowed 
down nine previous cpponents, includ- 
ing Yale, in convincing succession, did 
not “click” with its usual effectiveness. 


It may have been the muddy 
field, or a let down from the ten- 
sion of its unbeaten march, but 
Georgia failed, except. at a few in- 
tervals, to show the dash and snap 
that Tech revealed. 


Georgia’s abrupt departure from the 
top gridiron flight leaves only a half- 
dozen major teams throughout the 
country that have escaped. deteat— 
Pittsburgh, Illinois, Minnesota, ‘Texas 
Aggies, Tennessee and Washington and 
Jefferson. Each of these has experi- 
enced at least one tié, and two of them, 
Minnesota and Washington and Jeffer- 
son, have been tied twice. 

Several of the smaller colleges, such 
as Centenary and Mississippi College in 
the South and Tufts in the East, can 


cast of neither being tied nor defeated, 


| but they do not quite figure in the “big 


league”’ rating. 

Pittsburgh and Hlinois, on the basis 
of the schedules they played, probably 
now can claim as big a share of national 
title distinction as any of the big teams.

Besides the honor of being the most 
valuable player in his league, Waner 
will receive a prize of $1,000 in. gold 
and a specially designed bronze medal 
from the National League.

Paris, Dec. 4 (A.P.)—The sum of 
$1,250,000,000, or its equivalent in for- 
eign balances and exchange, form the 
wall which France is building to pro- 
tect the franc. Converted into paper 
francs, the mass covers more than halt 
of the 55,000,000,000 francs in notes in 
actual circulation, stated Thursday by 
the Bank of France. 


Yet the question which financial 
people talk about more than any other 
in these preelection days is the fu- 
ture of the franc—will its present sta- 
bility withstand political storms, such 
as victory by the extreme radical ele- 


}ments, with the downfall of Premier 


Poincare, or economic blows such as 
crop failures or acute business de- 
pression? Almost always the conclu- 
sion is “Yes.” 


Confidence Expressed. 


The franc, it is affirmed by the Bank 
of France, has reached an equilibrium 
with gold, which can be maintained py 
the bank and the French treasury 
against calculable changes. Cheerful 
impressions radiate from_the Bank of 
France. Emile Moreau, its governor, 
and Charles Rist, vice governor, encour- 
age not only bankers, but merchants 
and manufacturers, to call at the bank 
and talk things over. 

M. Moreau is described as impressing 
on visitors the strength of the bank’s 
foreign reserves, preventing’ speculative 
attacks, and also the disappearance of 
bull interests, trying for : ppreciation 
of the franc. 

Indications are that the elections will 
be contested on the high cost of liv- 
ing and high taxation related thereto. 

If the moderate parties win, the franc 
will be strengthened; if the Socialist 
left parties control the next chamber of 
deputies, the financial powers will have 
& period of anxiety.

WORK REPORTS CUT 
IN YEAR'S EXPENSES 


Another record of cutting down ex- 
penditures was published today by Sec- 
retary Work, who, in his annual report 
showed that the Interior Department 
last year spent $27,709.408 less than 
during the preceding year. 

The record also showed that during 
the past four years operating costs for 
the department had been cut by a to- 
tal of $131,331,871, and that the force 
of permanent employes had been re- 
duced by 2,722, notwithstanding an in- 
crease in the functions delegated to ' 
department. 

Along with the accomplished reduc- 
tion in the expenditures of money Sec- 
retary Work urged that similar economy 
be permitted in the use of natural :re- 
sources. Calling attention to overpro- 
duction of oil and. the existing prices, 
the report emphasized the importance 
of legislation vesting the Secretary with 
discretion in the matter of leasing and 
developing the oil resources of ‘the 
Osage reservation in Oklahoma, a por- 
tion of which must be leased annually 
regardless of market conditions. The 
Secretafy declared that every bureau in 
the department had shown steady im- 
provement except that of Indian af- 
fairs, where the cumulative effect of 
many years of financial neglect had 
brought about what *e described as 
“actual poverty.”

2 OTHER PRIZES AWARDED 


New York, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—The E. H 
Harriman gold metal, awarded annually 
to the railroad which accomplishes the 


most conspicuous_accident _prevention 
work, has been won by the Norfolk & 
Western Railroad for the year 1926. 
Arthur Williams, president of the 
American Museum of Safety, announc- 
ed today. 

The Norfolk & Western showed a re- 
duction during 1926 of more than 28 
per cent in passenger fatalities, and a 
reduction of more than 14 per cent in 
nonfatal accidents, he said. 

Silver medals were awarded the Du- 
luth, Missabe & Northern Railway. 
representing the best safety record in 
the second group of railroads, and to 
the Quincy, Omaha & Kansas City 
Railroad, winner in the third group. 
The roads are classified according to 
the number of locomotive miles 
operated. 

The Duluth, Missabe & Northern 

ailway, winner in the second group 
for the second consecutive year, re- 
ported not one person had been killed 
and only three passengers had been 
injured during 1925 and 1926. On the 
Quincy, Omaha & Kansas City Rail- 
road, no passengers were killed or in- 
jured in 1926. 

In addition to the awards, a special 
certificate of merit was voted the 
Union Pacific Railroad as “special ac- 
knowledgement of their great accom- 
plishments in the safety field.” 

For two consecutive years, 1924 and 
1925, the Harriman gold medcal was 
awarded to the Union Pacific system.

AMUNDSEN’S SUDDEN

Explorer Contends He Was 
Owed $10,000 for His 


Lecture Tour. 


Oslo, Norway, Dec. 4 (A.P.).—An un- 
paid balance of $10,000 for lectures 
already delivered was Capt. Roald 
Amundsen’s reason for departure f.om 
the United States last October, the fa- 
mous explorer let it be known here to- 
day. He left the United States about 
the time he was preparing to deliver a 
series of lectures. 

It was announced today that in order 
to refute rumors in connection with the 
cancellation of this lecture tour Capt. 
Amundsen would make known through 
his attorney in Monday’s newspapers 
that $10,000 was owed to him by the 
American manager of his lectures from 
his tour in 1926-1927. undsen, 
therefore, refused to keep the new con- 
tract until this debt was paid. 

Capt. Amundsen was to have received 
the Explorers Club Medal at a dinner in 
October in New York, when he sud- 
denly sailed for Norway without giving 
any explanation. Maj. Gen. A. 
Greely was to have made the presenta- 
tion. The dinner was called off, a tele- 
gram having been received from 
Amundsen reading: 

“Tt am sailing today. Sorry 1 can’t be 
with you.” 

To an Associated Press wireless, ask- 
ing for an explanation of his action, 
Amundsen answered: “Confer Keedick.” 

Lee Keedick, the lecture manager, 
said he had no idea why Amundsen had 
left.

“amens” Great Tirade. 


Characterizing Gov. Al Smith and 
Senator Vare as “two political thieves” 
endeavoring to crucify the Constitution, 
Howard unleashed a tirade that caused 
the audience to give audible approval 


with a series of prolonged handclaps 
and a volley of desultory “Amends.” 

“It is time that something cracked 
in New York, Where a Tammany poli- 
tician is attempting to capitalize his 
presidential ambition by preaching dis- 
loyalty to the Constitution,” Howard 
said. “It is time that something 
cracked in Pennsylvania, where a 
gangster politician is attempting to 
lift himself by his own bootstraps 
from the garbage can of Philadelphia's 
political cesspool wards into the 
Senate of the United States.” 

Characterizing Washington as the 
opposite of heavenly paradise due to 
political corruption, Howard said: 

“It is time that something cracked 
at Washington, where a Republican ad- 
ministration, representing the churches 
of the North in a political action, is 
allowing the enemies of the republic 
to fire on the flag and bore bungholes 
in the Constitution and allow it to 
leak rum like a gravel sieve all over the 
Nation.” 


Silent Churches Assailed. 


Silent churches are the prime Cause 
of political despotism, Howard declared. 
“What the churches lack today is a 
commanding voice. The church has 


too few prophets and too much politics., 


It speaks with apology instead of au- 
thority. The country, as well as the 
Constitution, would become bone dry 
if the church were not so politically 
wet.” 

That the church and state do mix 
in the United States was admitted by 
Howard when he declared: “Oh, for 
a church that will be Christian before 
it is Republican and a church that will 
serve notice on the administration and 
the national Republican organization 
through which it functions politically, 
that it will be held to strict account- 
ability and punished with everlasting 
destruction in this present world if 
it does not enforce the law and defend 
the eighteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution, which is a child of the 
church.” 

Mrs. Henry W. Peabody, of Boston, 
chairman of the. Woman’s National 
Committee for Law Enforcement, spoke 
on the “Supremacy of Law.” Dr. Canon 
Sheafe Chase, of Brooklyn, for the In- 
ternational Federation, spoke on the 
“Menace of Immoral Movies.” 


Assails Modern Youth. 


Opposition and indifference of the 
youth of the country to the prohibition 
amendment point to eventual over- 
throw of the law, Stanley High, as- 
sistant secretary of the Board of For- 
eign Missions of the Methodist Bpis- 
copal Church, told delegates to the an- 
nual convention of the Antisaloon 
League at a mass meeting in the May- 
flower Hotel. 

Advocating an “honest” program to 
enlist the support of tomorrow’s drys 
through the “scientific” presentation of 
both sides of the liquor question, High 
condemned “high-pressure damnation 
of the saloon” and “bombastic” oratory 
of prohibitionists. 

“The case for prohibition among 
them is only weakened by those who 
go bombasting about the country as 
though every individual who did not 
believe in the eighteenth amendment 
were a besotted degenerate,” he said. 
“Among the leadership group of young 
people, the doubts about prohibition

are honest doubts and must be han- 
dled on that basis.” 

High declared the doubt about pro- 
| hibition springs from the widespread 
| conviction that methods by which the 
|\law has been maintained have threat- 
[ened to establish evils greater than 
those which it was designed to destroy. 
Dry forces, he said, will never be re- 
cruited by “eratorical flights” arising 
“not out of familiarity with the actual 
Opinions of young people, but rather 


from a deep-seated desire to impute to 
young people the dry convictions of 
their elders.” 


Senator Willis Speaks. 


“The prevailing at.itude of ‘ndiffer- 
ence or opposition,” he said, “arises in 
part from the fact that the minds of 
present-day youths do not go back to 
the time and the cunditions that made 
drys out of their parents. High-pres- 
sure damnation of the saloon produces 
about the same effect among them as a 
fire and brimstone descriptior of hell. 
Neither seems real enough to be threat- 
ening. 

“The case can not be made’out on 
the basis of perso: al moral delinquency. 
But it can be established, I believe, on’ 
th: basis of social responsibility. It 
should be demonstrable that alcohol, in 
our complex civilization, is too highly 
explosive to be in general use. The de- 
structive relationship of liquor to our 
modern society needs to be more widely 
understood.” 

High said the proposed “scientific ap- 
proach” should be made less from the 
rostrum than by way of the discussion 
group. 

Senator Frank B. Willis, of Ohio, also 
on the speaker’s program, agreed that 
the young people of the country are 
“doubtful” in their stand on the pro- 
hibition question, but held the “influ- 
ence of their elders’ responsible for 
their doubt. 


Sees Peril in Wet Plank. 


The senator declared yesterday’s 
snowstorm was “nothing to the snow- 
storm that will overtake any one who 
attempts to write a wet plank into the 
next presidential platform.” He said 
that the great bulk of law violators are 
either in the highest stratum of soci- 
ety or the lowest, holding the average 
man of “middle class” seldom guilty 
of this offense. 

A prediction that “every civilized 
country in the world’ will come to 
prohibition eventually, was made by 
William = E. (Pussyfoot) Johnson, 
special representative of the World 
League Against Alcoholism. Holding 
Europe has its “liquor troubles,” 
Johnson declared that London last 
year had three and a half times as 
many arrests for drunkeness than 
“wicked” New York. Paris had twice 
as many, and Stockholm ten, he said. 

The Rev. Frank Doran, of Minnesota, 
father of the prohibition commissioner, 
|presided at the meeting. The Rev. 
|'George W. Morrow spoke. Invocation 
was by the Rev. Freeley Rohrer, and 
benediction by the Rev. A. H. McKin- 
ley.

“Any student using tobacco in any 
form, having tobacco, pipes, cigars, 
cigarettes or cigarette papers in pos- 
session or allowirg another person to 
use them in ones room is automatically 
expelled from this college.”

MASOAGHUSETTS READER 
ADDRESSES SCIENTISTS 


Bliss Knapp, Lectureship 
Member, Describes Eddy 
Teaching Methods. 


HEALING POWER SHOWN 


A lecture on “Christian Science and 
the Ideal Church” was delivered yester- 
day afternon in the Washington Audi- 


torium by Bliss Knapp, of Brookline, 
Mass. 


Mr. Knapp is a member of the board 
of lectureship of the Mother Church, 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and spoke to a large audience. He was 
introduced by Dr. Frank F. Bunker, 
first reader of Third Church of this 
city. This lecture’ was under the 
auspices of the four Christian 
Science churches of this city. The lec- 
turer said, in part: 

“Mrs. Eddy has presented a complete 
statement of her teachings in her book, 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures.” This book gives the Chris- 
tian Science point of view regarding 
God, Christ, man and the universe. 
It tells how to achieve salvation from 
sin, disease, and death. The study of 
this book has frequently resulted in 
healing the reader. 

“The last chapter, entitled ‘Fruitage,’ 
is devoted to testimonies by those who 
have been healed by simply reading the 
book. Before these testimonies were 
published, they were verified by such 
methods as a court of law would re- 
quire. These testimonies imtlude the 
healing of eye trouble, deafness, drop- 
sy, heart trouble, consumption, asth- 
ma, fibroid tumor and cancer. 

“Jesus said, ‘When the Comforter is 
come, * * * he shall testify of me.’ 
Christian Science does testify of Christ 
Jesus. It acknowledges him by doing 
the healing works which he did, and 
by doing them in his name. We can 
say of this Comforter as Jesus said of 
himself, ‘The same works that I do, 
bear witnes of me, that the Father hath 
sent me.’ 

“One might seriougly question, with 
the hundreds of Chyistian denomina- 
tions already in existence, why Mrs. 
Eddy should have started another 
church. She believed that during the 
past 2,000 years the warfare of the 
Christian churches against sin would 
have been more effectual if they had 
not dropped the element of Christian 
healing. That was her reason for or- 
ganizing, in 1879, the Christian Science 
Church. It was the mission of this 
church to reinstate the ‘lost element of 
healing’ (Manual, p. 17). 

“Mrs. Eddy’s sermons frequently heal- 
ed the sick and the sinning. People suf- 
fering from consumption, cancer gnd 
many other diseases were healed by lis- 
tening to her preaching, and many who 
went to her church on crutches car- 
ried them away on their shoulders 
(Retrospection and Introspection, pp. 
15, 16). Surely her ideal of a church 
which included the power to heal was 
being realized. 

“It should be understood that sug- 
gestion, which is the product of the 
carnal mind, can never heal a man 
morally. Suggestion is opposed to God. 
and therefore breaks the moral law. 

“An evil suggestion has no power to 
control a person unless he willingly and 
voluntarily obeys it. Hence the neces- 
sity of knowing the difference between 
the natural operation of one’s own 
thought and projected suggestion. All 
‘suggestion is the product of the carnal 
mind, which St. Paul denominated as 
‘sin and death.’ Suggestion, therefore, 
is one form of evil which Christian Sci- 
ence uncovers and destroys.”

CIVIL WAR SOLDIERS’ 
ROSTERS COMPLETED 


War Department Lists Men 
Who Fought in Union and 
Confederate Armies. 


Rosters of officers and enlisted men 
of the Union and Confederate armies 
were completed by the office of the 
adjutant general, War Department, 
during the past fiscal year. 

A compilation of this was authorized 
originally by Congress in 1903, and 
$70,000 was made available for the 
work in 1926. All Confederate records 
in the custody of the office have been 
card-indexed and the rosters of officers 
and men of both armies have been 
completed in so far as available records 
permit, and an additional 50,000 names 
have been added to the Confederate 
roster. 

The work involved in connection 
with this required a filing of 1,477,663 
index records, making of 1,136,705 new 
record index cards, and arrangement 
for filing of 450,000 personnel papers. 
The office is now able to furnish in- 
formation in the case of 50,000 more 
Confederate veterans than formerly, 
though in some cases this information 
is very meager.

ting there. Some of those famous 
concoctions were better than others, 
depending ‘always on the mixer; or, 
as he was better known, the.mixologist. 
Same with the revue.. The Carrolls are 
still the Carrolls. They make a happy 
combination—Jim, Norman, and Earl. 
Better still, the revue brought to town 
under their banner equals, if it does 
not surpass, earlier efforts. 

In all the wealth of beauty that 
beauty doctors know how to prescribe 
for revues theré is no array finer than 
this now on exhibition in this precinct, 
Sprinkled through it all are enough 
comedy and singing, and interspersing 
numbers, to bring back wandering 
thoughts should thoughts ever want to 
wander—from beauty. 

Head men among the comics are two 
black - faced comedians, Moran and 
Mack. They have two specialty scenes 
all to themselves; one on a rockpile 


down at Occoquan, or some such place, 
an other on the side lines of a locomo- 
tive.

Whenever there is call for a sem- 
blance to a leading man, in any of the 
numerous skits’, Norman Frescott comes 
to the fore; but these simple things 
never amount to much. Too little time, 
much of it must he devoted, in the 
revue, to the other and more serious 
side of life—to a fine appreciation of 
Miss Mozell Ranson, for instance, who 
was, by and large, second prize in the 
recent Atlantic City beauty pageant— 
and to others; Frances Marchant, Bebe 
Stanton, and those marvelous Foster 
girls—twenty of them—which leaves 
precious little time even to listen to 
the singing of Brian McDonald. They 
say he has a fine vcice. 

These things being what they are, 
it follows that the Ear Carroll Vani- 
ties is a great production, with just 
the proper admixture.
